Dinelor Barker Sayg Farmers Host 
rayaad That Their Money WIU Not 
Be Beefclewly Spent By Bftab- 
UaUarNew Warebaaiea. 

I^exlnKton, Ky , June 21. — That the 
money required for llie establishment 
of now warehouses for the llurley To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operative Associa- 
tion conies from the po<'k<'t8 of the 
farmers themselves and that none will 
be established whore not absolutely 
needed fof tbe interests of the gen- 
eral asaociatlon were declarations in 
a statement made by Director of 
Warehouaaa Ralph M. Barker today, 
in dfaMuaaIng the probability of add- 
ing to tbe aaaociatlon'a holdings by 
tbe aoquialtlon of new reoeivinK 
plants. I 

"Tobacco growers, in asking for the 
establishment of new receiving 
plants," said Director Harkcr, "should 
bear In mind that it Is the money of 
the prowem tlial pay,-; for the.'*e houses 
and that the rost will come out of the 
farmers' tobarro. We desire to have a 
receiving plant at every point where 
it Is necessary, but our members will 
not uphold us in any policy of estab- 
lisbing planta on any other baaia than 
that. 

"The members of the aaaoelatlon 
want ua to proceed with aa little cost 
as poaatbte In the handling of their 
crops, they want necessary receiving; 
plants and will ajiprove them where 
such plants are roiiuired for the gen- 
eral Rood but. judpliiR from what a 
ininiber already liav.' s;ii(l to me, they 
will not approve any j;eneral i>lan for 
tho establishment of warehouses Just 
because there are none in the counties 
which may want them,'*even thonch 
these counties may grow considerable 
tobacco. 

"The burley association owns now 
a largo number of planta. In some 
plaoaa mora than It needa. In others 
It haa none and In aome of these 
plaeaa It ought to have at leaat one. 
Where auch planta may be necessary 
for properly expediting the business 
of tbe association they will be estab- 
lished, but not a iil:int will be estab- 
lished which the association can get 
alone without Ortiwers have already 
Indicated that this semiment exists 
prartlrally unanimously anionp tlieni. 
and it Is the Intention of this offlce to 
respect that sentiment, for the farm- 
ers will have to pay, after all, every 
dollar of the cost of aueh planta as are 
established."

Downard, ac- 
companied by the latter's sister, MUs 
Willie Moorhead, departed several 
days ago for Detroit, Sflchlpan. and 
that they are now in that city. 

All of the parties interesteil live In 
the Berlin vicinity in this county Mr. 
Downard Is about thirty years old. a 
son of tho late Thomas Downard. and 
is the owner of a good farm of about 
100 acres. 

Mr. Moorbead is about 47 years old 
and ia a well-known ffeneer, hia farm 
adolning that of hia aob^in-law, Mr. 
Downard. 

Attomoy^Byron. repraaenting Mr. 
Mborhead, aaya that It la quite likely 
that a charge of violating tbe Fede'nl 
Mann act will be placed against Mr. 
Downard.

^PSSffe E. Vincent, President of the Rockefeller Foundation 
has provoked considerable comment, serious and humorous, by ad 
vising the American business man to develop a sense of humor and 
"atop talking show all the time." in the naive belief that the weight 
of the whole world is on his shouldera. 

The American business man, however, ia not guilty o ftalking 
shop aU the time. He ta'ks golf, baseball, politics and fishing. He 
even talks grand opera, pictures and other forma of art. Further, the 
American business man is rather famous for hia sense of humor. He 
has not had to cultivate it; it if innate and natural to him, as it is to 
other Americans. 

It is the sense o fhumor that has so often come to the rescue of 
the Omerican public in critical times. It has been contended, and 
with some reason, that the American sense of humor is too keen and 
too active, and that many petty abuses and grievances in politics, 
trade and social life would be eradicated by a more grave and solemn 
treatment of them. The Briton protest where the American smiles 
and makes jocular comment. And the American's good nature is 
often exploited by parasites and fakers. 

Ameriean btisiness men as a class work harder than do any other 
Imsiness men i nthc world : but this is not due to a lack of the sense 
of humor. There has been very much hard, eiactingr work to be done, 
an empire to develop, natural barriers to level down, -infinite re- 
sources to tap.

It l3 also true that we have no policy 
whieli will permit lis to make the 'su- 
premo sacrifice' proposed by President 
Wilson when he advocated American 
participation in the league of nations. 
But because we are neither aggressive 
and grasping, nor as yielding as sniuf 
would like to have us, It does not fol- 
low that the United SUtes has no ft>rw 
tfgn policy at all 

"Our fenreign policy has been ane of 
live and help lire.' We have under- 
taken to maintain here a nation in 
which the people may enjoy the great- 
est individual freedom eonsbtent with 
due respect for the rights of others, 
and we are willing that similar priv- 
ileges shall be maintained 1 never\ 
other land. When that policy of help- 
ing others to live and enjoy freedom 
brought us Into conflict with Spain, 
and gave us lominion over fnriiie! 
Spanish islands, we did not use that 
dominion for our material aggrandize- 
ment but solely tor the well-being and 
happiness of the peoples who had 
come under ou» control. Never baa It 
been ehar^ that the Unted Steles 
has been an oppressor. 

"Our foreign policy has been to tn- 
oreeso friendship among nations and 
to settle dtiferenoes by conference, ar- 
bitration or adjudication, rather than 
by force of arms, but we have never 
yielded our right to control our own 
domestic affairs nor made ourselves 
subject to a superstate. We have set- 
tled boundary disputes by arbitration 
and have induced other nations to do 
the same. We have been prompt and 
Ubaral in response to the cry o fdis- 
iress, from whatever land it has come, 
but we have not let our sympathies be- 
tray us into leagnei with national dis- 
honor.
